The Fat Contributor, in some recollections 
of Artemus Ward, tells the following good 
story: 
In the spring of 1859, I excepted a proffer- 
ed editorial position oil the Cleveland Nation­ 
al Democrat, un I renewed my acquaintance 
with Artemus. 
On the llrst evening of my arrival Iii* volun­ 
teered to allow me around—a very desirable 
achievement, us I was to till the position of city 
editor,

Tin* American public will soon liuve opjior- 
tuulUes for fluming un Intelligent opinion re­ 
garding the advantages claimed for narrow 
gauge railroads, as the advocate* of that sys­ 
tem are manift -ting their faith iii the theories 
they uphold It) hive .ting their means exten­ 
sively iii the construction of roads oil the uew 
plan. 
The longest nurrow-gaug** road now 
constructing is the Deliver mid Bio Grande 
Kailroad, which is to run from Denver, Color­ 
ado, to tie Mexican lor.lcr at El Paso, on the 
Ufo Grande, ii distance of Nail miles. 
This 
road, which is now complet'd and in opera 
lion for u distance of I JO mile*, it is proposed 
to extend through the Mexican States of Chi 
huahun, Durango, und Zacatecas, to tile city 
of Mexico. 
This will give a continuous liar 
row-gauge line of 2.000 mile*. 
Another pro­ 
jected narrow-gauge line is the Washington, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis Railroad, which ob­ 
tained a charter from the Missouri Legiala 
tura hut winter authorizing the organization 
of a company f >r its construction, with a 
capital of $ lo, OJO, OOO. 
It is intended to con­ 
nect St. Louis by the ti irrow-gauge system 
with tide water at Richmond, Va. 
A narrow- 
gauge line is now in course of construction 
between St. L oui* ami Cairo, 117 miles, loo 
miles of which arc completed. 
Its leading 
object ia to supply the lpm furnaces and rol­ 
ling mills near Si. lands with cheap coal. The 
Kansas Central road, from Kansas City to 
Denver, 500 miles, will connect with the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande road. 
Other narrow- 
gauge roads projected or in course of con­ 
struction in the Cuffed States are the Kip!t*y, 
Mississippi mid Cairo road, 
INO miles in 
length; various short lines in different States; 
aud three short lilies which the Union Pacific 
road is constructing to serve as feeders to Hie 
main track, which is of the common gauge 
lf this experiment succeeds, tho company In­ 
tend to increu.-M the uumber of narrow-gauge 
feelers for their trunk road. 
Canada has four 
narrow-gauge roads under way, aggregating 
238 miles in length. 
Hie cost of constructing 
the Denver and Ufo Grande road will average 
lea* than $ I ti.OOO a mile and thut of Hie .St. 
Louis und Cairo road is <*t Diluted at ubout 
B l,(NNI a mile Ie**. 
St. Louin exhibit* a lively 
interest In the narrow-gauge system, hoping 
through its means to obtulu material advan­ 
tages over her rival, Chicago. 


Experiments of a very interesting character 
took place lost month iii Wale* to test the 
qualities of an explosive called “dynamite," 
invented by Mr. Nobel, of Hamburg, and which 
ha* been largely used for mining purposes iu 
Eurojie.

C ity o f G lasgow, Scotland, July 8,1872. 
Mr. Editor:—I believe I promised when 
aiiout to leave for Europe to drop you a note 
occasionally, and give you an account of some 
of the scenes and events of my journey. Hav­ 
ing made up my mind to see the country and 
to see it thoroughly, I find my time very lim­ 
ited; and leaving many friends who would ba 
glad to hear from me, perhaps these hasty 
notes may answer for them instead of a direct 
communication, which I have the inclination 
lint not the time to give them. 
I took passage on board the steamship 
Olympia, of the Anchor Line, which sailed 
from New York oil Hie loth of June about 5 
o'clock, p. in., anti at twelve o’clock at night 
outlie third day of July we landed ut Glas­ 
gow, Scotland, having made tho passage in 
aiiout fourteen days. 
On setting sail the last 
face I saw was tho genial countenance of our 
friend Thomas Scott, who had come down to 
the city expressly to see me oil. 
He and Dr. 
Stitt, and several others, took lunch interest in 
my welfare, for which may God bless them! 
These works of kindness, when one is about 
to leave alone on a far journey, an- very touch­ 
ing and cannot be forgotten. 
We had flue weather during the first aud the 
last few days of our trip; but when iii mid 
ocean we had two very heavy blows, during 
one of which, Sunday, June 39, we lost a por­ 
tion of our main sails, which were torn away 
from the mast. 
It w ould lie impossible fitly to 
describe the grandeur and awfulness of the 


judging from the statues one would conclude 
that the persons represented were all negroes. 
Walter Scott, King William, Lord Wellington 
and others appear from their statues as black 
as Blind Tom. 
The tombstones are nearly 
all dark. 
The University of Glasgow is the 
only building I have seen here presenting any 
architectural beauty.

Ever)body appears to live at home hem, 
and the demand for hotels is therefore not very 
great; consequently they bear no sort of com­ 
parison with those of America. 
The sun sets here aiiout nine o'clock, and 
the twilight continuer until about twelve o'­ 
clock at night, light enough to read by.

sun rises here about the same hour it does iii 
America; consequently lieople do not rise 
here as a general thing until two or three 
hours’ sun.

We tlieu .-aiIt**I up along and iii -iglu 
of the Irish coast, landing at Moos file and then 
sailed along Hie coast of Scotland, passed the 
Giant’* Causeway, entered Hic beautiful river 
Clyde, -ailed up to Greenock, where we saw 
the English Channel Fle d iii practice, and 
from thence Hailed to the city of Glasgow. We 
saw no trees of any kind until after we enter­ 
ed the Clyde, und there and at Glasgow only 
a lew dwarfed ones. 
The coast of Ireland we 
pa*-ed consists of one mountain calk'd "Muck- 
ish” 2,20b fuel high, another in the shape of a 
pyramid, called "Glemlowen” 1,77b feel high, 
und lite balance of the highlands are about 
like the highlands of the Hudson, but more 
broken urn I not so regular. The contour of 
the highlands of the Irish coost ap[>eare I very 
beautiful from Hie distance we saw them. 
winch was five to ten miles. 
They were, how­ 
ever, barren of trees or crops, except that here 
and there cqiot* could be seen beautifully cul­ 
tivated. 
The mountain* appeared to be cox- 
cm l witli a green growth of low, small bushes. 
Being all clothed In green, and very Kraken, 
with 
gentle sweeping slope.*, these coast 
mountain* ap|ieure I very lovely iii their effect 
a* to light mid shadow, although mostly bar­ 
ren. 
Quite numerous clay hut* or shanties 
could be seen along this coast. 
We passed 
many Ireautiful islands and curious rocks.— 
The** islands, rocks and the coast are crown­ 
ed with numerous light-house*. 
The Giant’s Causeway fact's the ocean, and 
the rack** are aiiout as high apparently as the 
Palisade* of the Hudson. 
The Clyde is a beautiful river, more lovely, 
all things considered, than any I have seen.- 
Tile scene* are not arilloid a* those of the 
Hudson )>eriiaps, but much more broken, ami 
varied by gentle a veeps of green, great tower­ 
ing castle rocks and mountains running back 
from und not along Hie Clyde, forming many 
ravines and arms, culled here lochs. The ruins 
of many ancient castles can be seen ujxiu the 
racks and summits along its sides. 
One of 
the most noted was Dumbarton, which was 
situated ujion a castle rock 56b feet high, and 
from a distance down the river apparently a* 
round as un upple. 
There is, however, a nat­ 
ural fissure, in which a narrow, steep stairway 
was built. 
Quem Mary's last battle was 
fought iii oue of the Streets of Glasgow, which 
I have visited. 
She wa3 then 
on 
her 
march to Dumbarton Castle, which iii those 
days was considered impregnable. 
Dumbar­ 
ton Castle was also the prison of Wallace, 
and his sword is still to be seen there, a huge 
two-handed blade, as much as a luau can lift. 
I don’t wonder that the .Scotch love their 
native country, if it is all os beautiful as the 
Clyde and its adjacent country. 
The Clyde 
is very deep as far up us Greenock, a city 
nom * twenty or thirty miles below Glasgow. 
From Greenock to Glasgow the river has been 
deepened at an expense of some fifteen millions 
of dollars. 
From Greenock to Glasgow both 
shores of the Clyde are lined with shipyards, 
in w hich more ships are built, it is claimed, 
than in all Hie world liesides. 
The ships built 
bere are of iron, frames and all. 
Burns' 
"Highland Mary" lies interred in the grave­ 
yard at Greenock. 
Glasgow is the commercial metropolis of 
Scotland, and is the third city in the United 
Kingdom in point of wealth, population aud 
commercial importance. 
Its buildings are all 
built of stone and roofed with slate, except 
that here and there a thatched roof is still to 
i>e seen. 
The buildings are very similar in 
sp ie of Jtructure and architecture, s i '1
